lhe Coochatope Pass is called by the Mexi- 
enns El Riode los Cibolos “the River of 
Buffaloes) and Coo-chum-pah by the Utahs, 
which has the same signification. It has 
obtamed this name fromthe large herds of 
buffaloes which entered the Suh-wacth and 
Saa Luis valleys through this pass from the 
Three Packs and Upper Arkansas, before 
these animals were entirely destroyed or 


constant warfare carried on against them by 
Indians and New Mexicans. A fow still re- 
main in these mountains, and are said to be 
veryywild and savage. Coochatope is the 
Utah name for this pass, and signifies Buf 
falo Gate, The Mexicans have the same 
vatie fot it—El Fuerto del Cibolo. We 
saw an immense aumber of elk horns scat- 
tered through these valleys, and, from the 
comparatively fresh traces of buffaloes, it 
was evident that many of theae animals had 
visited the pass quite recently. In fact, 
from the great shelter and abundant pastu- 
rage found here, even in the severest win- 
ters these valleys are the favorite resort of 
gamo of every description, The Coocha- 
tope Puss ietravelled at ull seasons, and 
some of our men had repeatedly gone 
through it in the middle of winter without 
meeting any serious obstruction from snow. 
Many Utahs winter in valleys lying within 
the Sah-watcl tivuntalas, where Mexican 
traders meet them at that season to barter 
for huckskins and robes. 

We resumed our journey at 5.30 A. M, 
and having travelled two miles, we reached 
the fopks of the Coochusm-pah, takitig the 
west fork up the valley, which here ascends 

taneasy grado, ‘he mountain sides wore 
till clothed with fine timber, among which 
were pines, fir, and aspens, and the valley 
with the mostluxuriant grass and clover, the 
firetwe had seen.

Certnin varieties must 
of course be selected; for instance the Beurre 
Bosc, a variety which grows freely and fruits ear- 
ly on the pear root commands ready sale in New 
York market af $1 on to $2a dozen, and retail 
fromthe confectionary shops at three shillings 
each. Duchess D’?Angoulema which may be 
grown profitably only on the quinca root, com- 
+} mend rerdy sale at tho same price per dozen as a- 
bove, Burre Diel, Stevens’ Genesee, and Onon- 
daga, are threo varieties that produce freely and 
early on the pear roots, nnd sell readily at $1 to 
$1,502 dozen, and reteil in New York and Bos- 
ton at 15 to 25 cents éacti. White Doyenne, 
Winter Nelis and ather varieties of excellence, but 
of more medium size are not as ready sale, end 
command only about fifty cents per dozen, and re- 
tail six to ten cents each. 

With all the noise of Eastern men about pears, 
they are as yet even unable togrow ona tenth of 
whatare wanted to supply the marketa. Nor do 
I wonder at it—for with such soil aiid climate, 
our Obio growers would despair: nothing but in- 
domitablo Yankee perseverance wouldever ena- 
ble them to grow even a specimen. 

Here in Ohio we hate only to plant, cultivate,

ting oven then, if we except shell lime and bons 
dust. : 

Within the suburbs of Boston the pearis grown 
in all gardens and at’groat outlay of expenso in 
procuring soils, nursing, ke, &c., hub out of that 
precinct I donot think tho Eastern states can 
claim to be fruit growers upon even one half the 
"| scale of tho West or with one half the knowledge 

of the subject. Perhaps I am mistaken, if so, let 
ihe town show itself up. 

I ought to mention among the pears to grow 
fur profit tho Vioar of Winkfield, (Le Cure,) a 
variety which grows freely on tho quince always 
bears, fruit always fair, and always ready sele, 
when ripe, in Dedember or January, at Sto $1.- 
50 a dozen. 

Again I ought to say to all pear growers, espe- 
cinlly those who grow onjthe quince, root, that it 
is absolutely necessary to give the trees high gar- 
den culture to obtain porsagpondine return. Pear 
trees on guince roots in turf ground or neglected 
borders will nover repay first cost.

The editor ofthe Windham County (Cofin.) 
Telegraph—a very good paper by the way, 
and one ably and thoroughly devoted to the 
developmetit of the varions industrial home 
interests, hasa good erticle on planting shade 
trees. He says: 

The villages of Brooklyn, Plainfield, and 
Pom(ret are noted for their rural beauty aad 
are, ia consequence, very much resorted to 
by summer visitors Take from them their 
trees and you deprive them of the half of 
their attractions. So too, if you take any of 
our treélesd villages and fine their streets 
with thrifty Siiqde trees, if you guard them 
vith alitie care, a few yeara will double the 
ulyy Of (iat village, will increase the at- 
traction, which bind the young people to their 
home, and, we add, as the Yankee argu- 
ment, will more than repay first in cost in 
the increased value of the tree guarded prop- 
erty. The same house ona beautiful street 
is worth vastly more than on-a barren plain. 
Verdure about a house adds manifold to ita 
attractiveness, : 
‘But we have set out trees and they have 
been girdled by cattle or by boys.” Well, 
what of it? Try it again. Wash your trees 
with a deeoction oftobacco, aud keep them 
so, and cattle will not girdle tliem. Put fer- 
ces large enough and strong enough, which 
you can do cheaply enough, and eatile will 
not girdle them, Unite with your neighbors 
to adorn your village streets with trees, and 
go with them into town meeting, asking of 
the town protection against. cattle running in 
the streets, and you will receive it. Use the 
present Jaws on the subject for your protec- 
tion. A word spoken in kindness to your 
neighbor whose catile annoy you will proba- 
bly take the place of all these legal applian-
